Applicant has argued that Giewont invention is concerned with placing a capping layer over a silicide-forming metal and has a composition 
such that nitrogen diffusion threfrom is insufficient to cause formation of an oxynitride from an oxide layer on the underlying silicon. 
Applicant has argued that Giewont et al. does not teach providing a layer of TiNx where x is greater than 0.9. Applicant has argued that 
Giewont does not teach that diffusin nitrogen into and through the cobalt layer. Applicant argued that Giewont teach utilizing a nitrogen 
deficient layer. 

The Examiner in the final rejection has rejected the claims based on Giewonfs recognition of the "conventional process" . In the 
"conventional process" a layer of titnaium nitride is deposited which is not truly stoichiometric but has additional nitrogen. The nitrogen 
diffuses into and through the cobalt layer upon annealing forming an oxynitride. A stoichiometric layer of TiN with additional nitrogen 
would be a situiation where nitrogen would be present in at greater than 0.9. It appears Applicant has addressed Giewonfs invention in 
their arguemnt but not Giewonfs discussion of the "conventional process" relied on in Columns 1 and 2 before the "Summary of 
Invention". The discussion of the "conventional process" is believed to suggest Applicant's claims. 
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
